McCord ready to tell all’ 


to Senate probe committee 


New names introduced 
in Watergate affair 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
The 
Senate's 
special 
Watergate 
in­ 
vestigating committee was called 
together for its first formal meeting 
today, with fresh information in 
hand from convicted conspirator 
James W. McCord. 
The committee’s chief counsel, 
Samuel Dash, disclosed Sunday that 
McCord, former security chief of 
President 
Nixon's 
re-election 
organization, had supplied names of 
others he said were involved in the 
break-in and bugging of Democratic 
national headquarters but had never 
been brought to trial. 
Dash said the former CIA agent 
would “tell us everyting that he 
knows.” 
The Los Angeles Times reported 
that two of those named by McCord 
were John W. Dean III, White House 
counsel, and Jeb Stuart Magruder, a 
former presidential aide and high 
official 
in the 
Nixon campaign 
organization. 
On behalf of the White House, 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
categorically 
denied 
the 
Times 
allegation concerning Dean who 
conducted a special investigation of 
the Watergate case for Nixon. 
Magruder also denied any prior 
knowledge of the incident. 
McCord talked twice with Dash 
after disclosure Friday by Judge 
John J. Sirica of U.S. District Court 
—who conducted the Watergate trial 
that saw two convicted and five 
plead guilty —of a letter to him by 
McCord saying more people were 
involved than had been mentioned, 
and that there had been perjury at 
the trial. 
McCord asked to talk personally 
with Sirica to further detail his 
allegations —a session which has 
been set for later this week —and 
subsquently agreed to talk with the 
Senate investigators. 
The 
Los Angeles Times said 
McCord told Dash in two interviews 
that both Nixon associates had prior 
knowledge of the plans to wiretap 
the headquarters. 
Dash said he was not the source of 
the information. 


The story said McCord told Dash: 
—That 
Magruder 
committed 
perjury at the Watergate trial. 
—That 
Magruder 
should have 
named 
Dean 
as 
having 
prior 
knowledge of the conspiracy. 


—Others 
besides 
Dean 
and 
Magruder had advance information 
and he would provide the names 
later. 
—That Dean was involved in the 
advance preparations for the break- 
in. 


—That a co-defendant, E. Howard 
Hunt Jr., exerted pressure on four 
other participants from Miami to 
plead guilty, which they did. 
—That 
McCord 
himself 
was 
pressured to plead guilty but did not. 
prior to his conviction by a federal 
jury. 
In advance of the late afternoon,

member Senate committee' 
the 
federal grand jury which indicted 
the Watergate Seven reconvened, 
with no indication whom they would 
call. 


Laotians 
may free 
prisoners

today 
Laotian Communists are prepared 
to free nine American POWs, whose 
fate blocked the final stage of the 
prisoner release and U.S. military 
withdrawal from South Vietnam. 
But the Hanoi spokesman said the 
Laotian Communists have not yet 
decided on a time or place. 
It was the the freeing of the POWs 
in Laos that stalled the release of all 
the 139 remaining U.S. prisoners 
still held by Hanoi and the Viet Cong 
and held up withdrawal of all 
remaining American troops in South 
Vietnam. 
The deadlock between the United 
States and the Communists on the 
POW issue remained unresolved 
despite the Wednesday deadline. 
The United States said President 
Nixon’s 
freeze 
on 
U.S.troop 
withdrawal would continue until 
Hanoi frees all Americans; the 
Communists said no prisoners would 
be 
freed 
until 
the 
Americans 
withdraw their troops. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman said 
tonight in the Laotian capital of 
Vientiane that there had been no 
contact between American officials 
and the Communist Pathet Lao on 
the subject of prisoners of war to be 
released in Laos. 
The spokesman was answering 
inquiries about reports that the 
Pathet 
Lao 
had 
announced 
willingness to release Americans 
captured in Laos. 
The reports quoted the Pathet Lao 
radio 
as 
saying 
the 
Laotian 
Communists were ready to release 
the prisoners.

on many of the eight block core area 
streets be limited to two lanes. This 
design 
feature 
coincides 
with 
projections, one from the State 
Division of Highways, that H Street 
traffic will be sapped considerably 
when the bypass freeway goes in, 
possibly in 1975. 
— That large, permanent planters 
with trees punctuate the streetside 
parking areas at regular intervals to 
interrupt the normal endless vistas 
of parked automobiles with foliage. 
— That pedestrian crosswalks be 
indicated by textures inlaid into the 
asphalt, such as smooth stones or 
cobble stones. 
James Nicoloff. who SDoke for the 
three man Cal Poly design team 
before the City Council, put it this 
way:

.walk or ride a bicycle or shop or 
anything else. Drive right up to the 


doorstep with your car and spend as 
little time as possible before you 
take off again.” 
Nicoloff, who described Lompoc's 
downtown streets as wide as those 
of many much larger cities, said 
that 
the 
in ten t 
of

recommendations 
was 
not 
to 
deprive the automobile to downtown 
access so much as to begin to crack 
its dominance of the area's visual 
scale 
to 
attract 
lingering 
pedestrian-customers whose partial 
reason 
for 
being 
downtown 
is 
because it s a pleasant place to be. 
Along those same lines. Nicoloff 
last 
Monday 
showed 
the 
City 
Council, as an example, a slide 
taken of a downtown gas station 
beside which the proprietor had 
heaped discarded tire casings. This, 
he said, makes an eloquent plea for 
an initial clean up campaign in any 
downtown revitalization effort. 
"This is something that happens 
to an area that is beginning to 
decline a little bit and I think that's 
the case in the downtown area,'' the 
architect summed up. He added 
that it was just another factor that 
discourages people from spending 
any more time downtown that they 
absolutely have to.

Public meetings 


A commendation for John P. Kehoe, Consumer Affairs 
director is merited for his efforts to get greater public 
visibility of the actions of the agencies in nis department. 
Only on the job a few months, he has observed that the 
various boards and commissions within his department 
have operated low on the horizon. And there are a multitude 
of these agencies. No less than 35 regulatory boards are 
housed in the department. Together they directly affect the 
lives of more than one million Californians. Indirectly their 
actions concern the health, safety and welfare of everyone 
in the state. 
The boards are charged with regulating the various 
professions including all in the healing arts, as well as 
engineers, architects, contractors and a host of others, 
even your barber and beautician. 
They are empowered by the Legislature to make rules 
and regulations which, once adopted, have the same force 
and effect as laws enacted by the Legislature itself. 
But, in their respective fields, they have powers greater 
than the Legislature. For they examine and license the 
various professions. Further, thev have enforcement 
powers and can cause charges to be brought against both 
licensed and unlicensed persons. And they have quasi- 
judical powers and can take punitive action against 
transgressing licensees, even to revoking their licenses and 
depriving them of their livelihood. 
The boards meet regularly to conduct their business and 


uve 
public of their meetings. The department does 
prepare a monthly list of meetings put this ususally doesn’t 
reach anyone until the middle of the month. Besides some 
boards forget to advise the department of their schedules. 
Kehoe is out to correct this. He believes the boards can 
schedule their meeting far enough ahead to give the public 
a month's advance notice. He deserves full credit for this 
move. 
It might be well for him to also review the practices of 
the boards in the selection of meeting places. Many of them 
have been wandering around the state meeting in places 
unaccessible to the public. A meeting at Ahwahnee is 
hardly a public meeting. Neither are meetings in swank 
hotels or country clubs. The rank and file citizen is 
embarrassed and discouraged to attend in such ostentatious 
settings. 
The problem has been that board members like to set 
their meetings in places convenient to them. They also 
contend they often save money by meeting in a locale 
closest to the majority of their members. They miss the 
point. They serve for the benefit of the public, not 
themselves or the professions they regulate. The meeting 
should be held in places most convenient to the public, 
expense not withstanding. 
o 
Actually, except for the rare occasion of a localized 
roblem, the meetings should be held in Sacramento. It is 
ere that the press is oriented to the discussions. The basis 
for much of their action stems from legislation. A Capitol 
reporter is better able to understand and follow the action 
as it progresses from legislation to regulation. 
Most of the professional associations concerned with 
such action have their headquarters in Sacramento, or at 
least their legislative representatives are here. 
Also the director and his staff could better audit the 
boards' activities if their meetings were centralized. As it 
is, with them meeting all around the state, the director 
cannot possibly keep a weather eye on them.

This is 
being done in some instances with a 
callous disregard for the personal 
pride of men who have given years

Set against the long future of the

intelligence

this may be unimportant. Helms 
was the true professional —the first 
professional to head the agency.

given the ambassadorship to Iran as 
compensation, the CIA suffered 
from an eclipse of uncertainty. 
Several reasons were floated for 
the dismissal of Helms, who has 
prepared 
to 
stay 
on 
for 
a 
transitional period of a year which 
would have taken him only a few 
months beyond the retirement age 
of 60. One was his disagreement 
with Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird in 1969 on the Soviet Union’s 
capability of launching a 
first 
nuclear strike that would knock out 
the U.S. Laird, advocating a big 
defense budget, put it much higher 
than the intelligence estimate of the 
CIA. 
This 
disagreement, 
real 
enough in the first instance, was 
reconciled without a break between 
the two. 
A second reason was the Nixon 
determination to scale back the top- 
heavy intelligence apparatus and 
Helm’s alleged failure to carry 
through. That began with a lengthy 
directive ordered by Schlesinger 
when he was with the Office of 
Management and Budget prior to ms 
appointment in August, 1971, as 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
C o m m i s s i o n . 
H e l m s 
wa s 
theoretically 
given 
over-all 
authority to reduce the cost of the 
swollen 
budget 
for 
intelligence 
operations. 
Some estimates put this as high as 
$3 billion. Of the total the CIA 
accounts for perhaps 15 per cent. 
The 
rest 
is 
in 
the 
separate 
intelligence operations of Army, 
Navy and Air Force, the military 
attaches 
in 
each 
country, 
the 
Pentagon’s 
Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency, 
and other proliferating 
operations. In trying to prune this 


giant banyan tree Helms was not 
given sufficient support from the 
White House. 
The bureaucratic infighting, with 
the military as super-specialists in 
that 
department, 
was 
fierce. 
Whether Schlesinger can succeed, 
and no one doubts his great ability, 
is for the months ahead. Whether he 
can succeed without damaging the 
effectiveness of the CIA is a more 
perplexing question. As a former top 
CIA official who has kept an active 
interest in the agency since his 
retirement put it: 
“We shall not know for three 
years whether the CIA has been 
seriously impaired. If this has 
happened it will be too late to do 
anything about it.’’ 
Intramural wrangling to one side, 
the conclusions reacned by the 
in telligence 
com m unity 
can 
profoundly 
influence 
American 
policy. On the periphery of the 
foreign policy establishment are 
those who would like to undo the 
agreements with the Soviet Union. 
Among them are figures who once 
held high military and diplomatic 
offices. In the Congress influential 
men would be happy to put a wrench 
in the works the President has set in 
motion. They could use a report 
from a CIA reoriented to the hard 
line on the Soviet Union discreetly 
leaked. 
Helm’s goal was a professional 
agency manned by specialists of the 
first order. Perhaps the time had 
come to get rid of certain outmoded 
types.

Good old days 


Oh, for the good old days. 
That seems to be the cry of many 
today in the face of the rising living 
costs 
that 
somehow 
defy 
explanation. 
But what were the good old days? 
An 
insight 
into yesterday of 
almost 150 years ago is provided in a 
book written by Mrs. Lydia Maria 
Child called “The American Frugal 
Housewife” and recently printed in 
its entirety in facsimile by Harper & 
Row. 
In a chapter on 
“How 
to 
Endure 
Poverty” 
which 
should 
interest 
everyone 
today, 
Mrs. Chile advises 
in Part: 
A large stone put 
in the middle of a 
barrel of meal is a 
good thing to keep it 
cool (so it will not 
ferment). 
Eggs will keep almost any length 
of time covered with lime-water, in 
a cool place. One pint of coarse salt, 
and one pint of unslacked lime, to a 


pailful of water. The yolks become 
slightly red, but I have seen eggs, 
thus kept, perfectly sweet and fresh 
at the end of three years. 
Barley straw is the best for beds; 
dry corn husks, slit into shreds, are 
better than straw. 
For a vapor bath, place strong 
sticks across a tub of water, at the 
boiling point, and sit upon them, 
entirely enveloped in a blanket, feet 
and all. 
Potatoes 
should 
be 
carefully 
looked to in the spring, and the 
sprouts broken oft. Tney never 
sprout but three times; therefore, 
after you have sprouted them three 
times, they will trouble you no 
more.

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Hoeman's pesticide guide 


Spring, the annual miracle, is 
about to call away the winter 
townsman into the new-furrowed 
ranks of backyard spreads, hoe in 
hand, seed packet with instructions 
in pocket, rumpled hat on head, 
primeval smile of satisfaction with 
the earth on lips and vat of pesticide 
nearby. 
The proper use of 
pesticides 
usually 
re qu ir es 
more 
knowledge than pos­ 
sessed by the aver­ 
age Saturday morn- 
ing 
T h o r e a u , 
though, and many 
weekend gardeners 
aren’t 
aware 
of 
either the type of 
danger 
pesticides 
can represent 
or the many methods there are of 
controlling 
pests 
with 
common 
household materials. 
So says “Pesticides and Your 
Environment”, a delightful, concise 
booklet (only 20 pages) which tells 
the home hoeman all he need to 
know to use pesticides, and the 
earth, correctly and well. It also 
clues him where to go for more 
specific information. 
Available 
from 
the 
National 
Wildlife Federation, 141216th Street 
N.W. Washington D.C. 20036, the 20 
cent brochure 
is not an anti­ 
pesticide tract. It explains how 
pesticides work, what types there 
are, which types to use for different 
classes of pests, but also which 
procedures work that do not involve 
pesticides. 
Out of the one billion pounds of 
pesticides sold in 1969 in the United 
States, the pamphlet points out, 170 
million pounds were lavished upon 
the soils by home gardeners, many 
of them ignorant of the chemicals 
effects and potentials. The rest was 
bestowed by commercial entities 
which may not, in some cases, have 
had that excuse. 
The home sod buster’s share is 
only 17 per cent but, the booklet 
reminds, that’s still plenty. 
The problem with the “hard” 
pesticides, the pamphlet reiterates, 
such as DDT, Dieldrin, chlordane, 
heptachlor, aldrin, toxaphene and 
others is that they remain stable in 
the 
environment 
after 
they’re 
spread. Nothing breaks them down 
and they accumulate. 


Like DDT, for example, Dieldrin 
is fat soluble. This means that 
after it’s spread on plants to kill 
insects, the animals that later eat 
those plants and the larger animals 
that eat those animals store the 
pesticide in the fat of their bodies. 
The plant eaters don’t get very 
much of it. But other animals eat 
many plant eaters and still other 
animals eat many of them. So, 
animals 
near 
the 
top of 
this 
predation pyramid 
(food chain) 
collect intense doses. 
And at the very pinnacle of the 
food 
chain 
is 
man, 
who eats 
everything and plenty of it. 
In one series of tests, the booklet 
reports, the Interior Department 
found lethal levels of Dieldrin in 68 
of 69 bald eagles found dead in 
several states in 1966-68. The same 
situation lead to the finding several 
years ago that some mothers’ milk 
contained higher levels of DDT than 
legal for the sale of milk in grocery 
stores. 


No one has to tell us about the 
Brown Pelican. 
For a problem like garden snails 
and slugs, for example, the booklet 


recommends 
placing 
a 
small, 
shallow pan of beer level with the 
ground near where the problem is. 
The snails and slugs will rush into it 
and drown, presumably content, and 
other animals, us included, are 
spared. 
Releasing praying mantises, pilot 
bugs, lady bugs, lacewing flies and 
other ally insects (predators) which 
are commercially available cuts 
down many problems sharply. The 
book tells which ones and also gives 
hints and references on attracting 
birds and on planting companion 
plants that keep parasites away 
from flowers and vegetables.

purchases over 50. Illustrated with 
mellow drawings, the book’s a gem. 
This writer has five extra and will 
give them to the first five readers 
who come to his desk and ask.
